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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed unobvious over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of an elastic composite comprising a 
substrate and a first and second elastic members secured to the substrate along a 
securement path extending longitudinally along the substrate, said first elastic member 
being secured to the substrate so that the position of said first elastic member on the 
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substrate varies transversely within said securement path in a first generally periodic 
wave pattern having at least one period within said securement path in combination with 
said second elastic member being secured to said substrate so that the position of said 
second elastic member varies transversely within said said securement path in a 
second generally periodic wave pattern having at least one period within said 
securement path in a second generally periodic wave pattern having at least one period 
within said securement path, said first and second generally periodic wave patterns 
being shaped such that the elastic composite is more stretchable in the direction of the 
securement path than in the direction transverse to the securement path .
